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CSULB presidential search begins with open forum 


Campus members 
say they want an 
academic for the 
president.

The search for the next Cal State 
Long Beach president officially 
launched Monday with an open forum 
where campus members discussed de- 


sirable qualities they wish to see in the 
next president. 

In its first meeting for the presiden- 
tial search, members of the Trustees’ 
Committee for the Selection of the 
President (TCSP) and the Advisory 
Committee to the Trustees’ Commit- 
tee for the Selection of the President 
(ACTCSP) met in The Pointe at the 
Walter Pyramid to include the public’s 
opinion in the search. 

The committees and Cal State Uni- 
versity Board of Trustees members 
said the first meeting was a time for 
them to listen to and survey the needs 
of the campus. 

“We are here to listen intently to 


your thoughts, your aspirations and 
your worries,” CSU Chancellor Timo- 
thy P. White said. “Our task here is to 
find the best, not to find the best pos- 
sible.” 

For most of the meeting, members of 
the community took turns addressing 
the committee and Board members to 
discuss the attributes they want to see 
in the future university president. 

Among the most popular attri- 
butes mentioned by attendees were a 
clear vision, the ability to lobby and 
fundraise and equal value of the de- 
partments and degree programs on 
campus. 

The next president should also value 


CSULB’s sustainability efforts and 
climate commitment, according to the 
attendees who spoke. Above all, they 
said they want a president who is an 
academic and not just a businessman. 
CSULB Alumnus James Suazo, 
who also works in the Educational 
Opportunity Program office on cam- 
pus, said at the forum that he would 
like the next president to understand 
CSULB’s diverse demographic make- 
up. 4 
“T think it’s time our top administra- 
tor be a visibly strong supporter of the 
[lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgen- 
der] students and faculty on campus,” 
Suazo said. “As an open member of the 


LGBT community, not only has this 
been critical for me as a student but as 
staff.” 

Associated Students Inc. Senator- 
at-large Erika Suarez, one of the few 
students who spoke, said she agreed 
with Suazo. 

“We strongly encourage you to 
consider a finalist who not just looks 
good on paper, but who also values 
[CSULB’s] values for diversity and 
unity,” Suarez said. 

In addition, the majority of the fac- 
ulty who spoke advocated for a more

Housing begins 
planning for 

Hillside dining 
hall renovation 
The renovations should 


take place in summer 
2014.

With the completion date for the 
Parkside College dining hall renova- 
tions approaching, Housing and Resi- 
dential Life has begun plans to renovate 
the Hillside College dining hall next 
summer. 

Director of Housing and Residential 
Life Carol Roberts-Corb said the project 
is still in its design phase, so no start-date 
has been scheduled yet. 

In the meantime, Roberts-Corb said 
several advisory group meetings have 
been held with representatives from 
across the campus, including 49er 
Shops, to exchange ideas about what 
would make for a perfect dining experi- 
ence. 

Although designs for the new Hillside 
dining hall have not yet been finalized, 
Roberts-Corb said the goal is to make 
Hillside’s dining hall similar to the new 
Parkside dining hall with a modernized 
feel. 

Roberts-Corb said that Hillside’s din- 
ing hall should be a little different from 
Parkside’s so that residents have several 
options for dining on campus. 

“T found it funny and kind of neat that 
people went to Beachside [College’s din- 
ing hall] for date night,’ Roberts-Corb 


‘said. “You can choose your dining experi- 


ence.” 

According to Roberts-Corb, Hous- 
ing and Residential Life is considering 
keeping the temporary Camp Parkside 
dining hall in Parking Lot 16 for use 
during the Hillside dining hall reno-

Club sports struggle to get publicity 


University restrictions on 
club sports’ advertising 
hinder recruitment.

Club sports at Cal State Long Beach are 
struggling to gain publicity as a result of on- 
campus advertising restrictions. 

Associated Students Inc. Senator-at-large 
Vanessa Mendoza said a student concerned 
about club sports’ lack of publicity con- 
tacted her about the issue during the second 
week of fall. 

In addition, team leaders of the belly- 
dancing and ice hockey teams on campus 
expressed their concerns about getting pub- 
licity for their teams. The concern has re- 
sulted from restrictions on where clubs may 
place fliers on campus. 

“One of the few places fliers can be posted 
is in the [University Student Union], but it’s 
only for on-campus events, and most of the 


club sports hold their events off-campus,” 
said April Sanchez, president of Beach Bel- 
lies, CSULB’s belly-dancing team. 

Sanchez said one reason why her club 
wants more publicity is to recruit more 
members. 

“It is a fun and healthy activity that can 
help improve your poise and confidence, and 
] just want people to be able to take advan- 
tage of that,” she said. 

Captain of the ice hockey team James 
Robelotto said that most times, people are 
unaware that an ice hockey team exists on 
campus. 

“We advertise through local newspapers 
and pass out fliers ... but it would be nice 
if they didn’t put restrictions on where we 
could advertise,” he said. 

Ice hockey is one of the most expensive 
teams to join on campus, with club fees as 
high as $2,600 per member, according to the 
CSULB website. Robelotto said ice time at 
The Rinks Lakewood ICE, where the team 
practices, adds up to nearly $50,000 a year 
for the entire club. 

Robelotto said that more publicity would 
mean more attendees at their games, which 
would help give the team a bigger budget to 
work with. 


Mendoza said she believes the concern 
should be addressed. 

“Many of our teams have been success- 
ful in the past and didn’t get the recognition 
they deserve,” she said. 

Beach Crew, the on-campus rowing 
teams, has participated in the grand final 
at the American Collegiate Rowing Asso- 
ciation’s National Championship, with one 
team finishing in fourth place, according to 
the CSULB website. 

In addition, the roller hockey team com- 
petes in one of the five national regions in 
the National Collegiate Roller Hockey Asso- 
ciation, according to the CSULB website. The 
team won the Division I championship in 2011. 

Seventeen archers on the archery team 
have also been named All-American Col- 
legiate Archers, the highest honor for colle- 
giate archers in the nation, according to the 
website. 

Director of Club Sports and Recreation 
Rita Hayes said there are 40 active club teams 
with rowing having the largest membership, 
60, and kung-fu with the smallest, 15. 

“We are the largest club sports program 
in the [Cal State University] system ... and 
we try to promote our teams the best that we 
can,” Hayes said. 


To join the competition, contestants 
had to build an improved version of 
an existing dog bed. Contestants also 
had to post a photo and description of 
the dog bed on Facebook. The winner 
was then selected based on how many 
“likes” the photo received. 

Pearson said they competed against 
other people in Los Angeles and that it

was a tight race. Shattuck and Pearson 
said that many times during the compe- 
tition they thought they might lose and 
they suspected that one of their oppos- 
ing teams was cheating. 

“We were neck-in-neck for a while 
... we would get 10 votes then [the oth- 
er team] would get 12,” Shattuck said. 
“Then, we would get 14 and he would 


get 16 and this would happen every day 
because you were only able to vote once 
a day. Once we had the lead, we were 70 
points ahead, 500 to 430, and the next 
night [the other team] had 1,000 votes.” 

Shattuck and Pearson said the oppo- 
nent had found a way to buy votes on 
Facebook and was eventually caught 
and disqualified from the contest.

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West Nile virus case 
found in Long Beach 


Student Health Services details precautionary 
measures for students to follow to avoid 


contracting the virus.

The city’s Department of Health and 
Human Services is encouraging stu- 
dents and residents to take preventative 
measures after the first known case of 
the West Nile virus appeared in Long 
Beach, and a second case was reported 
in Los Angeles County for 2013. 

In September, a 71-year-old woman 
contracted the West Nile virus in Long 
Beach, according to a press release 
from the city’s health department. 

The virus, for which there is no vac- 
cine or treatment, is most commonly 
transmitted to humans by mosquitoes, 
according to the Center for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

Director of Student Health Services 
at Cal State Long Beach Michael Car- 
buto said that students, staff and faculty 
can avoid mosquito bites by steering 
clear of areas where mosquitoes are 
most likely to be present, such as areas 
with stagnant water. 

Carbuto also recommended that stu- 
dents and faculty take extra caution by 
wearing protective clothing and us- 
ing an insect repellant if they plan to 
be outside when mosquitoes are most 
active, between the hours of dusk and 
dawn. 

According to the CDC, the signs and 


symptoms of the virus may include 
body aches, nausea, vomiting, fever 
and headache. The symptoms can oc- 
cur three to 14 days after being bitten. 

However, most people who contract 
the virus aren’t even aware they have it, 
according to Carbuto. 

“Our population is quite healthy,” 
Carbuto said. “Around 70 to 80 percent 
of infections are subcritical and often- 
times, people really don’t know they 
have anything.” 

Carbuto also said that people some- 
times mistake other things for insect 
bites, such as a staph infection. 

“If a student gets bitten, there is 
no real threat unless it shows signs of 
infection,” Carbuto said. “If the area 
around the bite is red and starts to 
get swollen or tender, [students and 
faculty] can see any primary care 
physician or visit the Student Health 
Services.” 

According to the CDC website, a va- 
riety of bird species are known to get 
sick and die from the infection. Report- 
ing and testing of dead birds is one way 
to check for the presence of the virus in 
the environment. 

Students can report dead birds and 
dead squirrels to the California De- 
partment of Public Health by calling 
1-877-WNV-BIRD or online at west- 
nile.ca.gov.

“These are sentiments that cross bor- 
ders on the campus.” 

Aside from open forums with 
campus members, faculty and stu- 
dents will not have a say in the final 
decision for the selection of the next 
president. Of the 13 members on the 
ACTCSP, there are multiple fac- 
ulty representatives and one student 
representative, ASI President John 
Haberstroh. 

According to the Board of Trustees

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vations. She said Camp Parkside 
may remain on campus between 
the ongoing renovations in Park- 
side and the planned renovations 
in Hillside. 

She said there have also 
been discussions on whether 
construction for Hillside’s 
renovations should begin during 
or after finals week in spring 
2014. If construction begins 
during finals week, the renova- 
tions would be finished before 
the fall 2014 semester begins, 
but if construction begins later, 
renovations would continue into 
the fall. 


Policy for the Selection of Presidents, 
the ultimate decision on the selection 
rests with the Board. 

According to CSU Spokesman 
Mike Uhlenkamp, the open forum was 
followed by a closed meeting for the 
members of the TCSP and ACTCSP to 
discuss and rank which qualities will 
take priority in selecting the next uni- 
versity president. 

“They are digesting all the consid- 
erations,” Uhlenkamp said.

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Board of Trustees funding request needs redirection 


At last week’s Cal State Univer- 
sity Board of Trustees meeting, the 
Board asked Gov. Jerry Brown for 
an additional $250 million from 
the State to help fund several goals 
next year. 

Some of the Board’s requests 
include $160 million to increase 
student enrollment by 5 percent 
and $15 
mil- 
lion for 
critical 
infrastructure improvements. 

Even though the CSU asked for 
$250 million in additional state 
funding, the system will likely not 
receive that amount. 

During the meeting, Brown 
expressed some skepticism about 
the CSU’s request. 

“Suppose you were running a 
hotel and the roof was leaking, 
the elevators were about to break, 
and the water systems weren’t 
doing too well, and despite 
all that you were going to add 
another 20,000 visitors,” he said. 
“Don’t you think you have to take 
care of the basics first?” 

Although we understand the 
CSU could greatly benefit from 
$250 million in increased funding, 
we are unsure if its request would 
fix the current problems plaguing the system.

Walking into the student art galleries, 
one would expect to see art on the walls. In- 
stead, the patrons were illuminated in blue 
light and asked to participate in conversa- 
tion and share food in the “Atrium,” one of 
the three exhibits on display this week in 
the student galleries in the Fine Arts build- 
ings. 

Graduate students displayed their art- 
work in the Fine Arts galleries as part of 
a weekly exposition featuring different 
exhibits in multiple galleries. This week, 
“Atrium,” “Forces” and an unnamed ex- 
hibit were presented, all of which had a 
natural ambiance. 

“Tt’s a nice opportunity for other stu- 
dents to be able to see what art students 
are producing,” said graduate student 
and featured artist Michael Nannery. 

Nannery and graduate student Joshua 
Gagliardi teamed up to present “Atrium” 
in the Max L. Gatov Gallery. 

“The whole installation is the art- 
work, so it’s more about the relation 
between the people who come into 


the gallery,” Gagliardi said. “It’s more 
about this exchange of ideas and sit- 
ting down and creating an atmosphere 
where that can happen.” 

The “Atrium” features rugs and tree 
branches, two secret rooms — one with 
a fish tank and stuffed animal, the other 
with a TV showing images of nature — 
plants and small mirrors along a wall. 

The gallery put an emphasis on the 
experience of being in the room with 
others and making connections, rather 
than the physical aesthetics of the art. 

Nannery and Gagliardi also hosted a 
potluck-picnic in the gallery to enhance 
the free space experience they created. 

Mary Beierle, a graduate student, 
chose to compare “the figure” with 
landscape and humans with environ- 
ment, in her piece, “Forces”, another 
exhibit to be displayed this week in the 
Dennis W. Dutzi Gallery. 

“Forces” mixes classical sculpting 
techniques with natural elements to 
create a blend between the human body 
and the earth it inhabits and destroys, 
according to Beierle. 

“My work combines both images of 
the human body and the environment, 
and I’ve smashed them together,” said 
Beierle, who went to Alaska with the 
help of two art and travel grants. She 
said her art was inspired by the Alaskan 
glaciers she saw on her journey. 

Beierle said she made her own clay 
and used various materials such as dirt, 
glaze and other “earthy” materials for 
her sculptures, which combine tur-

ALWAYS ON GUARD 


Kaci McCain faces several health issues en route to becoming LBSU’s goalkeeper. 


When she was young, Kaci McCain envi- 
sioned herself clearing hurdles as a track and 
field runner. McCain has continued to clear 
hurdles but not the kind found on a track. 

Long Beach State’s sophomore goal- 
keeper has battled a torn quadriceps injury that 
ended her track career and a sickle cell anemia 
diagnosis that has redefined her entire lifestyle 
in athletics. She has had to deal with this along 
with the traditional workload required over the 
years to earn a spot on a Division I sports team. 

“T thought track was going to be my whole 
life,” McCain said. “Then when I was 14, I went 
out and did a sprint and tore my quad.” 

While McCain wasn’t immediately aware of 
it, her future as a soccer player had just started. 
She had played on the Santa Clarita premier soc- 
cer club throughout her childhood but always re- 
mained dedicated to her future in track and field. 

McCain repurposed her athletic ability to 
join the Valencia High School soccer team the 
summer after she sustained her injury. 

During the three years it took to fully reha- 
bilitate her right leg quadriceps, McCain let- 
tered for the school’s varsity team and started at 
goalkeeper for all four years. 

“J actually didn’t think I wanted to play soc- 
cer as a kid,” McCain said. “I was so much bet- 
ter at track, but track is all about running, and 
without a quad you can’t really do that. I thought 
I could compensate and still kind of be good at 
soccer, so that’s why I stuck with it.” 

McCain grew up running track as a teammate 
with her cousin and current Pacific midfielder 
Nicole Penick. When they weren’t running track, 
McCain and Penick competed against each other 
on opposing soccer teams while family members 
watched and wagered bets on the two cousins. 

After her injury McCain was forced to hang 
up her track shoes and devote herself entirely 
to soccer. When McCain was a member of the 
Palmdale Thunder soccer club, current LBSU 
head coach Mauricio Ingrassia got his first look 
at her and saw something valuable she could 
bring to the 49ers one day. 

“She’s very good with her feet,” Ingrassia 
said. “When I saw her, she could punt the ball 
three-fourths of the field. I knew she had the 
physical capabilities to play goalkeeper.” 

McCain redshirted her freshman year at 
LBSU in 2011 to extend her playing eligibility 
since senior goalkeeper Kaitlyn Gustaves was 
essentially anchored at the position.

It was at that point when McCain said she no- 
ticed an overall lack of energy within her body, 
which she then attributed to being out of shape. 
She used the off-year to strengthen her body 
enough to be competitive at the Divison I level. 

During her redshirt season, McCain was 
dealt her most serious hurdle so far. McCain 
found out the fatigue she suffered was a result 
of sickle cell anemia, which was inhibiting her

ability to exert herself for longer than a few 
minutes at a time. 

“It’s a scary feeling,’ McCain said, “just 
thinking you’re really unfit, then actually find- 
ing out that there’s something wrong with you.” 

McCain is forced to live by a strict work- 
out routine and conditioning regimen that’s 
more demanding than what her teammates go 
through. In order for her to take the field each

game, McCain regularly takes iron and elec- 
trolyte supplements to regulate oxygen to 
her red blood cells. 
In her first year with the team last season, 
McCain watched from the sideline as Mar- 
rina Meyers started every game at goalkeeper. 
The freshman backup finally got her first and 
only appearance of the season for 12 minutes in 
the second half of a 5-1 win over UC Riverside. 

“Confidence-wise, you get down on yourself 
sometimes, but you just have to believe in your- 
self,’ McCain said. “In [premier] club, you’re 
the star, and in college everybody’s the star. It’s 
like, wow, other people are really good too.” 

McCain was finally given an opportunity to 
see more playing time this season, as Meyers 
transferred to Virginia Commonwealth. But 
after summer workouts between four prospec- 
tive goalkeepers, Ingrassia named Ashton McK- 
eown as the starter. McKeown started the 49ers’ 
first two games: a 1-0 loss to Northern Arizona 
and a 4-0 loss to Santa Clara. 

McCain finally got her chance in a road game 
against then-No. 23 Texas Tech. She allowed 
two goals but kept the team close with a pair of 
saves, allowing freshman Mimi Rangel to win 
the game with a goal in the final seconds. 

Since then, McCain has gone on to start the 
49ers’ last eight games. Through Thursday’s 
game against San Francisco, she had only al- 
lowed five goals, and with two years left at 
LBSU, she figures to earn many more starts. 

However, with three other goalkeepers cur- 
rently on the roster, McCain knows that she will 
always have competition for the starting job. 

“I know there are four people behind me that 
could potentially step up and do as well, if not 
even better, so I just always have to be on myself 
and not get comfortable,” McCain said. 

It’s that mindset that has impressed Ingras- 
sia enough to give the sophomore starts against 
ranked teams like Texas Tech and Brigham Young. 

“T think she’s put herself in a very good spot, but 
I also know she’s smart enough to understand that 
there are no guarantees in soccer,” Ingrassia said. 

Whether she remains The Beach’s starting 


‘goalkeeper or not, McCain said that she will 


continue to play by her mother’s lesson of al- 
ways “practicing as you play.” 

“T know that’s my potential and that I can play 
that way all the time,” McCain said. “If I can do 
that against some of the best people in the coun- 
try, I know I can do it all the time.”
